(the 5th Volume being publifbed not long fince, the 6th pre- 


—mied in three or four Months, to which two or three Vol- 


umes will be added) and we find feveral Things in the 
latter Volumes, which we think worthy to be recom- 
mended to our Readers Perufal, we chufe rather to break 
in upon the Rule we propofed, and to begin with the 
firft Volume, tho’? two Years old, . The Author of this 
Work, Mr. Rollin, whofe Employ is the Inftruction of 
Youth in the flourifhing Univerfity of Paris, writes this 
Hiftory for the Ufe of his Pupils, and others, who, tho’ 
they do not propofe to make profane Hiftory their 
whole or chief Study, are yet defirous of attaing to a 
tolerable Knowledge of this ufeful Science. For this 
Reafon he does not propofe to fill his Work with a great 
deal of Erudition, but thinks it fufficient to lay before 
fuch Readers a coherent Hiftory of Antiquity, extracted 
from fuch parts of ancient Authors, as furnifh him with 
Materials of the greateft Weight, and which give him 
an Opportunity to make foie ufeful Reflections. 

Our Author, after having premifed a general Idea of 
the Origin and Progrefs of Kingdoms, divides this his

Thebes, from whence the firft’ has taken its Name, 
was by the Ancients reckoned one of the fineft Cities in 
the World: It 1s faid to have had an hundred Gates, § 
and to have been fo populous, that, in their Wars, they § 
could fend 200 Chariots and 10000 Combatants, out of 
each of thefe hundred Gates. The Magnificence of tt | 
is yet vifible in the Ruins which remain of its Temples 
and Palaces: 
Memphis was the Capital of the Middle Egypt, and J 
was likewife adorned with a great Number of noble f 
Edifices. It was fcituate on the Weftern Banks of the 
Nile, oppofite to the Place where now Grand Cairo 
itands ; and was particularly remarkable for its Temple | 
of Apis, its Caftle, which was one of the create{t Curlo- 
fitesin Hevpt, and the three great Pyramids near it, the 
largeft of which was efteemed one of the Seven Wonders Be 

of the World.

As the Defcription of the Lowe Egypt affords no 
orcat Matter worthy our Remarks, we fhall only farther 
obferve under this Head, that our Author concludes: his 
firft Part with an Account of the Nile, its Inundations, 
Cataracts, Se. | 

As to the Mazners and Cu/toms of the Egyptians, 


our Author, in the firft Chapter, fays, that tho’ their 
Kingdom was hereditary, it was far trom being defpotick 
or arbitrary: And that their Kings were tied down to 
fuch a Suemiffion to the publick Laws, that they were 
oblig’d to regulate the Quality and Quantity of their 
Food, according to their Prefcriptions. They conftant- 
ly attended the publick Devotions in their .’Temples, 
where, what they called-the facred Books were read to 
them. Thefe Books contained the Counfels and Aétions 
of their illuftrious Anceftors, and they looked upon them 
as fo many Admonitions to obferve and propagate the 
Laws, under which as well thefe their Predecefiors, as 
their Subjects, had been happy. Wilful Murder and 
Perjury were punifhed capitally, without any Diftinétion 
of Perfons. The Pupifhment of Calumny was the fame 
as the Perfon accufed would have fuffered, if the Crime 
Jaid to his Charge had been proved. They had one 
Cuftom, which, tho’ fingular, was very beneficial to the 
Publick,viz. That every Perion was obliged to enter his 
Name, Place of Abode, Occupation and Manner of 
Living, in a publick Regifter kept for that Purpofe; and 
to give a fallacious Account of thefe Circumftances was 

capital, 
In the fecond Chapter of this Part, our Author treats 
of the Religion of the Egyptians. The Pricfts, he fays, 
fm held the firft Rank, next to their Kings, enjoyed great 
B® Privileges, had large Revenues, were exempt from all 
| Faxes, and kept the facred Books, in which their 
Maxims of Government, and the Mpyfteries of their 
Religion were treafured up in Symbols and hieroglyphi- 
Cal Figures. As for the Religion itfelf, our Author thinks 
-t a Subjcét too extenfive, to enter into a particular Dif- 
F 2 cuffion 
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which is the Subject of the fecond Part of the firtt Book, | 
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cufion of it: He confines himfelf therefore to two 
Articles only, viz. the Diverfity of their Deities, and 
the Ceremonies of their Funerals. He obferves that their O1 
Deities were exceeding numerous, there being fcarce an aXe 
Animal or a Vegetable, but what had divine Honour 
afcribed to it, in fome part of Egypt. Tho’ this mean Fay L: 
Superftition, and abfurd Worfhip, gave Occafion to Ju 
venal to be pleafant in his fifteenth Satyr, our Author 9 he 
obferves, that the Egyptians had feveral Things to fy Bs 
in their Juflification: As that they pretended the Gods | 
appeared to them in the feveral Forms they adored, 
and that thefe Things were of great ufe to Mankind. 
Many fuppofed that thefe Creatures were not the ult 
mate Objects of the Worhhip of the Egyptians, but 
that they were only fo many Symbols of the Gods: 
And here our Author juftly obferves, that it was but 
a flender to the divine Attributes, to re 
prefent them by the vileft and moft defpicable of Crea- Fay“ 
As to their Method of treating their Dead, and 
their Funeral-Rites, our Author obferves, among othef 
Particulars, that at the Deceafe of any Perfon, all his 
Relations and Friends Mourned, and abftained from the 
ule of the Bath, from Wine and delicious Foods fot 
a fhorter or longer Time, according to his Quality. 
That they had three feveral Ways of Embalming their 
Bodies, which, in thofe of the higheft Rank, was very 
magnificent and expenfive. But what is moft Singulat 
in his Remarks on this Head is, that the Character 
of the Deceafed was arraigned and tryed ; and if, after 
a fair Hearing, it was found to be vicious, his Memory §& 
was condemn’d, and he was deprived of Burial; but 3 | 
it it appeared that he had led a Life void of Blame, I 
he was honourably interr’d. And from this Inqut- 
fitton, even their Kings themfelves were not exempt.

Libraries, and fhewed the value they fet upon them, by 
calling them, Repofitories of Phyfick for the Soul. Egypt, 
he aflures us, was a fertile Soil, for the Sciences, Aitro- 
nomy, Geometry and Phyfick were the Growth of it ; 
and their fumptuous Monument do indeed evidently fhew 
that the Egyptians were great Matters in Architecture, 
Sculpture, and many other Sciences. 


In the fifth Chapter, Mr. ollin treats of the Huf- 


bandmen, Shepherds and Artizans in ancient Egypt, who, 
D fays he, were all valued more or lefs as they contri- 
buted to the Publick Good in their feveral Stations. This 
= Efteem fhewn to all Men in their feveral Profeffions, 
® was a Spur to Induftry. Every Man’s Trade or Em- 
m ployment was affigned him by the Law, and defcended 
trom Father toSon. Thus every Man was fatisfied with 
© his Station in Life, and, adding his own Experience to 
Py the Knowledge of his Anceftor’s, attained to an Excellency 


in his Way, which otnerwife would have been im- 

The fixth, and lait Chapter of this Part, gives fome 
Account of the Papyrus, and other Plants peculiar to 
this Country, and of the great Plenty of Corn in Egypt, 
which was not only fufficient for its Inhabitants, but 
was always an inexhauftible Granary for the ufe of Rome 
We come now to the third Part, or the Hiftory of 
the Kings of Egypt: And here Mr. Rollin owns, that 
no Part of ancient Hiftory is more obfcure, than chat 
ot the firft Kings of Egypt.
